made, is there as to the amounts of 
money to be paid the Bay Cities Com- 
pany during the progress of construc- 
tion, and the times for making such 
payments?'.'

"The negotiations thus far on

in the event of the execution of

pany, all provisions relating to 
the 


times and manner of making money 
payments must be satisfactory to the 
City Council," replied Mr. McEiroy. 
"Tha'- is to say, the city is in a position 
to demand from the Bay Citie.3 Com- 
pany that no money pass beyond the 
control of the city until the Bay Cities 
Company can satisfy the City Coun- 
cil that the plant which It is proposed 
to purchase is in accordance with the 
plans and specifications agreed upon 
and the title established. This may be 
done 'by withholding from the 
Bay 


Cities Company all money 
till 
the 


questions of title and compliance with 
contract are settled, or if such a plan 
can be legally devised, by placing the 


money in escrow." 


"Have any agreements as to money 


payments yet -been made?" 


"I believe not. The times and man- 


ner of making- payments must be sat- 
isfactory to the City Council." 


"When will the . terms as to-_.pay- 


ments and the plans and specifications 
be agreed upon—before or after 
the 


bonds are voted?" 


"The plans 
and 
specifications in 


general have been passed upon by the 
commission of engineers appointed by 
the city and the Bay Cities . Water 
Company, and approved by the 
en- 


gineers, but .the contract itself 
can 


only be entered into under existing 
•conditions after the project has been 
approved by the people and the bonds 
voted to carry it out." 


"The. contract, then, .will have to 


include the plans arid specifications as 
well as the terms as to money pay- 
ments ?"

"That is the fact." 
"Will the present Council or ^the'In- 


coming .Council make the .contract?" 


"That will depend upon the rapidity

knockout blow to the scavengers..who 
have been defying and fighting the en- 
forcement of the garbage ordinance, 
by tying them up with an injunction 
till further' orders. ,Thls mea_ns :that 
the Pacific Incinerating Company, has 
finally succeeded In enforcing its con- 
tract with the city in spite of" the 
opposition of the scavengers, and their 
attorneys.

Judge Morrow's injunction was is- 


sued at the instance of the Pacific In- 
cinerating -Company 
and 
prohibits 


John Trucco and forty-seven .other 
scavengers from 
collecting, garbage 


anywhere within the-limits of the city 
of Oakland or in anyway interfering 
with the operation of the contract en- 
tered Into between the city of Oak- 
land and 
the 
Pacific 
Incinerating 


Company till .further orders. 


In effect, the court cities that 
the 


contract between the city and the-In- 
cinerating company; is .legal 
and a 


proper exercise of the police power of 
the city-of: paWand. : This was 
the 


point on which the. proceeding "hinged, 
and the injunction brushes away the 


legal technicalities raised to excuse 
the scavengers in their open defiance 
of the garbage ordinance. 


The injunction 
virtually 
requires 


every householder In Oakland to ac- 
cept the service of the Pacific Inciner- 
ating Company, and %lds the 
Police 


Court of the city of a lot of trouble- 
some cases.

Since the incinerating company be- 


gan business in accordance with 
its 


contract with the city, the scavengers 
have made a persistent flght against It 
and have openly defied the execution 
of the garbage ordinance requiring all 
domestic refuse to be collected, in a 
sanitary way and cremated." 
Every 


time an arrest would be made a. Jury 
trial would he-demanded in the Po- 
lice Court. When a scavenger Was 
convicted, the case was appealed .to 
the Superior Court. 
This method of 


legal obstruction 'finally drove the in- 
cinerating company to seek .an injunc- 
tion from, the Federal courts. If the 
eitK of Oakland could not enforce its 
ordinances, the company could at least 
enforce its contract with the city. 


Hereafter the scavenger who 
en- 


gages in garbage collecting In . Oak- 
land will-.be sent to Jail by Judge Mor- 
row for contempt of court.

"Will you." he was asked, "take ac- 


tion through the Council tonight ior 
will you take action by yourself.".

It is stated that politics enter largely 


into the affair and that Olney wants 
to beat Taylor for office. 
The Mayor 


sprung the story on the eve of Tay- 
lor's nomination for Treasurer but it 
did not have the desired effect as Tay- 
lor was nominated. 


It is stated this afternoon that the 


Mayor will, ask the Council to take ac- 
tion to try and oust Mr. Taylor from 
office. 


If the Mayor falls In this course he 


threatens to take the matter before 
the Grand Jury.

He says: "I have done my duty

ostensibly to better protect fish and game, and that purpose is clearly 
to prevent the general public from buying or hunting game that the 
so-called sportsmen's clubs can have an undisturbed monopoly. The 
waters are to be stocked with fish at the public expense, and the game 
preserved at the public expense, but the public's interest in the mat- 
ter is supposed to end with footing the bills. Not much. No such un- 
fair medieval class legislation will go down in this State. The Legis- 
lature may enact foolish and unjust laws but they will not be obeyed. 
Shooting a bird or a rabbit to grace one's table is a different thing 
from committing some public or private wrong, and game laws that 
revive the period in English history when a pheasant was more highly 
regarded than the liberty of a, peasant will be defied and spat upon 
by the people of California. 


Prison Management in California. 


The first rational step toward reforming the antiquated and un- 


scientific convict system of California was taken when the Legislature 
created a State Board of Charities and Corrections—not a managing 
body, but a supervisory and investigating board—with full power to- 
examine into the workings and details of the management of the 
prisons, asylums, hospitals and other institutions of an elemosynary 
or corrective character. So far as our prisons are concerned, they 
violate the laws of health and decency, and for reasons for which the 
prison authorities are nowise responsible, are schools of vice and 
crime. 


The first report of the Board of Charities and Corrections is at 


hand, and an instructive document it is. 
In particular, it contains 


a scathing indictment of the State's present method of dealing with 
its malefactors. After testifying to the cleanliness and good order 
maintained at the prisons, the board, which is composed of Governor 
Pardee, E. C. Moore, Dr. J, K. McLean, O, K. Gushing, Andrew M. 
Davis, W. C. Patterson and Charles A, Ramm, calls attention to the 
revolting fact that at the two prisons 2,378 convicts are confined in 878 
sleeping cells. 
Often three and four men are confined—locked up 


for ten or twelve hours at a, time—in a single cell containing cubic 
air only sufficient for one person. The case is stated in detail by the 
report as follows: 
. 


"The prison at San Quentin is badly overcrowded, The cell ac- 


commodations are as follows • 196 single.' cells, 204 cells for two men, 
48 cells for three men, 48 cells for five men, and 9 rooms with capaci- 
ties ranging from twenty-six to forty-five men) making R total of 505 
cells and rooms in which are confined 1,431 F'seiiers, exclusive of 
females, whose cell rooms are not included IB tjto {efegqing figure*, 
kA aUj—jni-r, .-<<!an»..Wi^i-JtK?

During the litigation over the 
road Captain King acted as a receiver. 
For several years prior to his death he 
had been en-jaged in the real estate busi- 
ness.

In Oakland more than fifty years, and 
seen it grow from a little hamlet of 
shanMes below Fourth street to what 
It is today, I hope you will not think 
that I am trying to assume your posi- 
tion as the people's adviser If I claim 
a small space in your paper to ex- 
press a few thoughts on the coming 
bond election. 


Some years since, when I was speak- 


ing and advocating for the municipal 
ownership of our .water works for the

The 
Supreme Court of the United States 
decided many years ago that riparian 
rights were property, that a person 
cannot be divested of them without 
due process of law under the process 
of eminent domain, but it has never 
decided the question as far as I know 
between two States, two counties or 
two cities, where each 
had 
equal 


rights in all things except the loca- 
tion of the subject matter in question. 


This Bay City scheme seems to me

The toller 
was thus engaged in producing value, 
so the land flowed with milk and honey 
and was sought by every conqueror 
that bestrode-the earth. 


Now let us suppose this Bay Cities 


plant Is a success, and that by the 
time the pipes are as badly distributed 
over the city as are tjie Contra Costa 
water pipes, it has cost se^en million 
(It will be-nearer ten). You toilers 
have then built as plant wopth s<(ven 
million, and destroyed a plant worth 
seven millibn. 
Of added value you 


have produced not one cent. 
This 


seven million dollars' worth of toll is 
lost, absolutely lost to you tollers, as 
a whole.

Enough of such folly, and the toller 


will be, as he was at Cheop's pyramid, 
naked, led on onions andt-grarlic, and 
forced to the task with laafa and spear. 


Vote no bonds. The toller that will 


vote bonds for his unborni children to 
pay> is—well, I know no word severe 
enough tor him. As UM toller's bent 


back must produce all value, so the 
toller's bent back must bear all the 
waste.

REPAIR SHOP 


NEW YORK, February 6—A strange 


craft is nearing completion at the New 
York Navy Yard. It Is, In fact, 
"a 


miniature floating navy yard," and will 
take 'ts first plunge Into-the waters 
of4he East river in about six week*. 


When the craft Is completed 
the 


United States Navy will be In pos- 
session of a floating repair shop, the 
like of which the world has never seen 
and one which, according to the offi- 
cials of the navy yard, will make It 
possible to repair second-class cruis- 
ers, gunboats and torpedo boats and 
torpedo boat 
destroyers, 
wherever 
there Is water enough to anchor. 


The craft Is about 120 feet long, 40 


feet wide and will draw about six feet 
of water. 


It is built entirely of steel and every 


Inch of space has been utilized. 
At 


one end will be a steam derrick, capa- 
ble of lifting twenty tons, while at the 
other end will be*the boilers that \\ill 
furnish steam to operate dynamos, air 
compressors and the derrick 
Amid- 


ships will be the navy yard proper. 


Practically every machine usei 
in 
repair work will be installed some- 
where in this space, including- a. mis- 
cellaneous assortment of electrical and 
pneumatic 
lathes. 
drills. 
Blotters, 
shears, punches, etc. 


The apparatus will be capable of 


taking off the smaller guns on battle- 
ships and armored cruisers and, of 
making minor repairs to the 
super- 


structure and interior of great ships 
There is not'oias pertaining to 
the 


smaller craft except a hole below the 
water line, that cannot be attended to. 
The roof will be fitted with a number 
of big skylights, which can be re- 
moved at will and through which ord- 
nance and parts of ships can be low- 
ered to the shops. 
The craft is practically non-slnkable, 


but must be towed as there Is no pro- 
pelling machinery aboard. Should the 
experiment 
prove successful 
larger 


ones will at once be constructed.

It la doubtful U there li a better «*• 


ponent of tlie true baseball player thu 
l» Cy Young;, the rail-splitter of Tu§- 
earawaa county, Ohio, who about four- 
teen yean ago began that professional 
career which eince has been the marvel 
of the pitching game. 
The man who could lead a major 
league in pitching in 1903. and that 
after thirteen years in harness, mu«t 
have something more than brawn to 
back up his work. He must have tem- 
perate habits and be a close student of 
the game. 
Perhaps no ball player ever lived 


who paid stricter attention to busi- 
ness and who came out of a long: serlee 
of. honors showered on him with les- 
ser opinion of himself and with such 
strict attention to temperate habits. 


Denton T. Young was born in Gil- 


more, Tuscarawas count, Dhio, in 186?, 
He played amateur ball at Red Cloud, 
Nebraska, and .his first professional 
engagement was with the Canton Trl- 
State League Club. 
His work with 
that club attracted the major league 
managers and they were soon thick on 
his trail: 


GIANT |N SIZE. 


A giant In size and fresh from <he 


farm, he was performing 
wonderful 


feats day by .day. He. played in thirty- 
eeven championship games in 1890, in 
thirty of which he pitched. 
In the 


middle of the season Cleveland 
se- 


cured him, and he pitched 
seventeen 


for that club. In 1S91 he was again 
signed by Cleveland and twirled In 
fifty games, ranking the most success- 
ful of the club's slabmen. To his fine 
work Cleveland attributed most of Us 
success that season. 
In 1892 the National League tried the 


double season, and he helped Cleve- 
land to land the second series of the 
year. He -went to St. Louis with the 
Cleveland club, when-It was removed, 
and pitched there until the club re- 
leased him to the Boston Americans, - 
where he has been ever since and 
doing good work. 


REMARKABLE FEATS. 


Cy has, among 
others, performed 
three most remarkable pitching feat*. 
The greatest of these was performed 
last 
summer, when, 
on May 
6, he 


pitched a no-hit game, against Phila- 
delphia, not a single runner reaching 
first base In the entire contest. 


There wss not a single battery error 


and not a "walk" came along with 
his great pitching. - It was a wonder- 
ful performance. 
Waddell was pitted 


against Young. 


Of the batsmen that faced Wm thai 


afternoon eight were retired on .strike- 
outs and flve of themln the last four 
innings, showing that the grand old 
man was iretting better &s. the game 
advanced. 
Ten men went out on fly 


balls, six of them to the outfield and 
three of the files were foul balls. • 


There w«re nine assists in the In- 


field, two by Young himself, three by 
Ferris and four by Parent. The last 
man of the Athletics to be retired 
was Waddell himself, and the greal 
no-hit game went on record. It per- 
haps was one of the greatest feats in 
the nations! game's• history. The trick 
had not been turned' for twenty-four 
years, or since John Ward and Lee 
Richmond turned it in 1880, when both 
were in their very prime. 


One other feat was the pitching of a 


similar game against McKeesport In 
his early career. He shut out the op- 
posing team that day without a hit 
and fanning eighteen men, or two- 
thirds 
of the men that faced 
him. 


That was the day when he had that 
whirlwind of speed which gave him 
the name of Cy, short for cyclone. 


The third feat which he remembers 


as one of

ments is the sixteen-inning tie game

College Professors Oppose 


Measure Proposed 


at Sacramento, 


BERKELEY. Feb. 6 —Professor E. W. 


Hilgard. dean of tho 'Agricultural Col'.eRe 
at the State University, Is, with his 
assistants, Investigating a bill the Stats 


eg-lslature. which measure is now in tho 
lands of the judiciary committee ,ind 
which, If adopted, will Invalidate the new 
fertilizer law for the passage of which 
the 
unlveislty authorities worked 
for 
rmny }t?;irs. Tho bill, which is known as 
the Gates bill, will also Interfere with 
research work of professois in the uni- 
versity. It adopted, and In order to prv- 
,-ent Its passage Professor Hilgard nnd 
several other members of the university 
faculty will vl&lt the capitol next week. 
As the bill refids. it is an act "to pro- 


vide against professors and assistants of 
the University of California from pieju- 
dlcial Interference In matters of competi- 
tive commerce and the perfoimance of 
private work for pa>, using university 
time, supplies and apparatus," and pro- 
vides penalties for the enforcement there- 
of. The bill provides that it shall be un- 
lawful for the university officials to rec- 
ommend a business or specific merchan- 
dise. 
For the first offense, It provides 
that the offender shall be publicly repri- 
manded ,and for the second offense, >,e 
shall be suspended for a peiiod of six 
months without pay. 
"This bill," said Professor Hilgard thl» 
rnornirut. "Is the work of a San Fran- 
cisco fertilizer firm that objects to tho 
fertilizer law, which Is now In existence. 
Snould the bill be adopted, It will destroy 
tho fertilizer law and make It possible 
for a hundred fertilizers to bo placed on 
the market without the university's bo- 
ing permitted to pass upon their qualify. 
I ha\e recommended the ufae of Bimples in 
fertilizers, whereas this firm wishes to 
sell the fertilizers containing all tho in- 
gredients which are more profitable to 
them and a IOBS to the farmers. 
If tho 
University of California cannot pass upon 
the many fertilizers placed on the ma'-- 
ket, the farmers will bo made the victims 
of fakes and the State will lose."

GIVING YOUNTVILLE HOME 


TO UNCLE SAM. 


fleasure Already Through Senate- 


New Bill Jeopardizing 


the Liquor Interests, 


[Special to THE-TRIBUNE.] 


SACRAMENTO, February 6.—While 


the cession of Yosemlte Valley to the 
Federal Government has taken up more 
or less of the time of the Assembly 
and Senate since the convening ot the 
Legislature, a bill placing the Soldiers' 
Home at Tountville, In this State, un- 
der the charge of the National Gov- 
ernment, goes 
through the 
Senate 


jvithout a dissenting vote. This bill 
-was introduced by Senator Rush. It 
occasioned no debate and, in fact, lit- 
tle or nothing was ?alcl about the pro- 
posed cession before the assembling of 
the Legislature. The Home is a large 
institution and upon it and the grounds 
upon which it stands, has been ex- 
pended many thousands of dollars. It 
Is doubtful if a tenth of the old sol- 
diers of the State are 'aware t'nnt the 
question of granting the Home to the 
"United States was even contemplated. 


Senator Rush, the author of the bill, 


, says the move is animated by the de- 
sire of the people of and In the vicin- 
ity of Tountville, to prevent the old- 
soldier inmates from becoming vic- 
tims of the mercenary individuals who 
have established saloons near the en- 
trance to the grounds of the Homeland 
•who make it a point to relieve the su- 
perannuated fighters of their pension 
money almost as soon as it is received 
by them. The Senator declares that 
many of the veterans spend all their 
money in these saloons on the very 
day they receive It and that they then 
reel to their quarters in the Home in a 
sodden condition. Some of them, at 
times, are unable to reach the Insti- 
tution and fall by the roadside and lie 
there, sometimes all night or 
until 


some 
sympathetic 
passer-by 
picks 


them up and carries them to the Home. 
On some occasions, poor old fellows 
have been found dead on the road early 
In the morning after a debauch of the 
preceding day and night. 


CHANGES IN HOME. 


The Home was originally started by 


a private association and money for 
Its support was obtained from both the 
State and National Government. 


Ten • years ago, members of 
Lyon 


and Appomattox Posts ( G. A. R., of 
Oakland, found great fault with the 
manner In which the managers of the 
Home conducted its affairs and start- 
ed a move to have the State assume 
control of the Institution. They were 
suspended from membership in the G. 
A. R. of the Department of California 
for several months because they made 
public the charges, which the Depart- 
mental Encampment declared should 
Ciave been considered only behind the 
closed doors of the Encampment. They 
were subsequently reinstated, however, 
and, at length, their crusade 
was 


crowned with success, because the 
Home Is now under the direction of 
the State, although the directors are 
the same as they were when the Home 
was under the management of a priv- 
ate association. 
Senator Rush says 


that the inmates 
are irreconcilably 


hostile to these managers, but he is 
unable to clearly set forth the cause of 
the alleged hostility. 


SOLDIER ENDORSEMENT. 


The idea of granting the Home to 


the Federal Government was strongly

veterans. 


SINKING MONEY. IN 'FRISCO. 
One of the principal objections to 


the management of the Home for a 
number of years has been the main- 
tenance of an office at San Francisco, 
which, It has been said, was estab- 
lished to supply 'friends 
with 
soft 


berths. The. expense of this feature of 
the Institution Is $6000 a year. It Is 
claimed that the office Is a needless 
expense and that work 
done 
there 


could just as well be done at the Home 
Itself at Yountville. 
Shortly before 


his death, Secretary 
Melick of 
the 


State Board of Examiners, so consid- 
ered the office in question and, had he 
lived, would have recommended 
Us 


abolition to the Governor at this ses- 
sion of the Legislature. 
This office, 


however, Is doomed as Governor Par- 
dee will refuse to sign any bill making 
provisions for its future maintenance, 
which shall call for more than $1500 a 
year. 


This feature of .the Home will also 


be attacked by Senator Rush In a, bill 
which he Is preparing, which he will 
introduce in a few days and which Is 
supposed to have the endorsement of 
Governor Pardee. 


This bill 
proposes 
several 
-other 


changes in the association and man- 
agement of the Home. One of these 
changes will be the reduction of the. 
nurrrber of directors from 11 to 7, four 
of whom are to serve for four and 
three for two years. Now, the officers 
must be men who have served either 
in the Civil or Mexican wars.- Under 
the proposed law, this ^condition will 
be eliminated. The canteen fund will 
be abolished and substituted by what 
will hereafter be known as the 
Post 


Fund. 


APPROPRIATIONS BILLS. 


There are now before the Legisla- 


ture bills asking for appropriations 
amounting, in round numbers, to $4,- 
000,000. This sum is 52,000,000 more 
than can be allowed and the Governor, 
as a consequence, will be compelled to 
veto bills appropriating- for various In- 
stitutions and enterprises $2,000,000. 


HOLDING BACK APPROPRIATIONS

A number of these measures have al- 


I ready passed both Houses, but, at the 
Governor's request, are being held back 
until he can get them all at one time. 
This method has been resorted to be- 
cause there are, In some instances, 
several instances, several bills calling 
for appropriations in various sums for 
the same Institutions. By having the 
bills together, the Governor will be 
able to contrast one with another and 
thus discover the 
most meritorious 


ones.

proval. 


The holding of the bills In this way 


to be signed at the last moment is not 
appreciated by many of the members, 
who are anxious to show their, con- 
stituents what they can do in, the mat- 
ter of "getting appropriations through." 
It also compels them to be considerate 
of measures which the Governor 
is 


supposed to favor, though this purpose 
has not actuated His Excellency . In 
adopting the method.mentioned of dis- 
posing the appropriation measures.

One of the 
most stringent . liquor 


laws outside prohibition ever'introduc- 
ed Into Ula Legislature hu just 


.ed the Senate.' It Is the outgrowth of 
prohibition in. many 
towns "...in the 


southern part of the State and if it 
shall become a law It can be used by 
prohibitionists in the north, to work 
Irreparable Injury to liquor dealers, 
because by means of a search war- 
rant, an anti-liquor devotee may en- 
ter upon the premises of^a saloon man 
or liquor .merchant, who may 
have" 


been guilty of even a technical viola- 
tion of law and destroy 
any 
liquor 


which he-may find on the premises. 


The, bill is iased upon the princi- 


ple of the .destruction of articles used 
in the commission of crime and, when 
it comes up In the Assembly, which 
will be the case In a few days, It will 
attract to the capital some of the best 
known liquor men In the State to en- 
deavor to impede its passage and 
eventually kill it. 


DANGEROUS MEASURE. 


The bill was devised for the pur- 


pose of reaching people in the South 
who are known to be selling liquor in 
towns where the liquor traffic is pro- 
hibited. Under a search warrant the 
premises of any individual suspected 
of the illicit sale of Intoxicating- bev- 
erages may be entered 'and liquors 
found therein may be turned Into the 
gutter. Under this bill the same de- 
struction could be 
brought 
In 
the 


northern part of the State for a much 
less heinous offense. 


FAILURE TO AMEND. 


Senator Keane of San Francisco 


showed how, for a mere trifling,, tech- 
nical violation of the law in that city, 
a personal enemy or an anti-liquor de- 
votee, could, in one act, destroy thou- 
sands of dollars' worth of liquor. 
He 


sought to amend by exempting muni- 
cipalities from the operation of the 
law, imt without success. 


Senator Simpson of Alameda show- 


ed that the amendment would render 
worthless the title of the bill. 


Senator 'Mattos ,of Centerville spoke 


against the bill as jaelng too drastic in 
that the penalty, in many cases of al- 
leged violation, would be out of -pro- 
portion to the offense. 


An Interesting fight may be expect- 


ed on the measure In the House. 


TAX ON WINE MAKERS. 


Senator Mattos has received a num- 


ber of letters'from residents in Ala- 
meda ^county, who are engaged in the 
making of wine. These people are op- 
posed to the passage of the 
Hahn 


measure, one of the bills proposed for 
the purpose of raising Increased rev- 
enue for the State and which taxes 
all dealers in and manufacturers of 
liquor at the rate of fifty dollars for 
every six months or $100 a year.1 This 
tax, they say, would cut In very bad- 
ly on the Income of a number of the 
small grape cultivators 
In 
Alameda 


county, who make a. small quantity of 
wine each season, more especially be- 
cause up to the present time, they 
have been allowed to turn the grapes 
they raise themselves Into wine with- 
out paying anything for the privilege.

The San Francisco Chronicle this 


morning prints on interesting article 
to the effect that 'an Alameda county 
corporation paid 16000 to the Sena- 
torial Committee for a report that has 
never been furnished. . It says: 


"It Is now stated by those interest- 


ed In the 
prosecution of Senators 


Bunkers, Emmons, French and Wright 
that other corporations besides 
the 


building and loan association of s'an 
Francisco have been Induced to pay for 
immunity. It Is claimed that informa,- 
tlon has been received, with accom- 
panying proof, that boodlers success- 
fully blackmailed an Alameda' county- 
corporation. 


"It was stated yesterday that certain 


Senators held up an Alameda corpora- 
tion and made a proposition that a 
certain amount of money be paid. The 
amount is .said to have been $8000, 
which was 
to 
be divided between 


the Senators in the case. 


"So far as Is known at present, and 


.11 the facts now unknown will be 
made known within a day or two, the 
Senators acted directly with the cor- 
poration in this deal, not depending 
upon any outsider as an intermediary, 
Jordan Is thought not to have had any 
connection with this deal. If he had 
any knowledge of It.

ed into was to the effect that, the ex- 
perts of fhe. corporation should draw 
up a report, couching it in as compli- 
mentary and laudatory language
